Intensive farming in the United States re- 
ceived a $1,000,000 boost yesterday. Support 
to that extent was assured to the plan of the 
Council.of Grain Exchanges to promote sci- 
entific agriculture by counties. 

Announcement was made that Julius 
Rosenwald, for Sears, Roebuck & Co, of Chi- 
cago, had approved the working plan of the 
grain association and had agreed to an imme- 
diate gift of $100,000 to be used in 100 coun- 
ties throughout the middle west and west. 
If this fund is expended to the satisfaction 
of the donors, a full $1,000,000 will be avail- 
able for use in 1,000 counties. 

There were no strings tied to the offer. 
Any county in the country in which sufficient 
interest is.aroused will be eligible as a bene- 
ficiary. The jurisdiction over the fund will 
rest in the crop improvement committee of 
the Council of Grain Exchanges. Each coun- 
ty will select its own man to take charge of 
the work within its boundaries and also fur- 
nish some funds for the project. 


Will Send Expert to Each County. 

In brief, the plan will be to place an expert 
agriculturist.in each county entered. It will 
be his duty to study local conditions and to 
suggest plans of scientific management for 
the purpose of obtaining a larger yield of 
better grain than now is harvested. He will 


clubs, arrange for 
turm enbwits and cobperate ‘with*thie school 
authorities in teaching the rudimentsot agri- 
culture. 

Back of all is the council representing 
ninetéen of the twenty-five grain exchenges 
of the country which has been working on 
the problem for more than two years. Its 
active representatives have called on the 
commercial, agricultural, and educational 
forces of the country for codperation. Their 
appeals have been sent brcos*cast, and in 
many instances individual «changes have 
begun the proposed work in their own neigh- 
porhoods with funds raised by them. 

The Sears-Roebuck contribution will en- 
able e plan promoters to go ahead on a 
broad basis not porsible heretofore. Officials 
of the council eaid Mr. Rosenwald came to 
the front with his offer before actual finan- 
cial help had been solicited from his com- 
pany. They declared his action was simply 
a further carrying out of the idea mani- 
fested in charitable and civic betterment 
work for several years. 


Rosenwald Talks of Gift. 
At the St. Regis hotel in New York last 
night Mr. Rosenwald gave no intimation that 
the idea of the $1,000,000 contribution had 


had been approached on the subject. 

We replied,” he said, that the com- 
pany was much interested in bettering egri- 
culture because of the business done with 
farmers. We made the offer of $1,000 to each 
of the first 100 counties that availed them- 
selves of the plan of the committee. We 
stated we were willing to do even more than 
that if the plan proved a success. In the 
event of success, we said, we had $1,000,000 
that we would devote to this purpose. 

J. C. F. Merrill, president of the Council 
of Grain exchanges, said the crop improve- 
ment committee ts ready to start the wheels 
moving in the first 100 counties in a short 
time. 

We really have begun the work already 
with funds raised by individual exchanges, 
he sald. and have formulated our plans 
so definitely that only a short time will be 
required to put them in their final form. Any 
county that manifests sufficient interest in 
the scheme will be eligible to receive its bene- 
fits, We expect those that seek aid to come 
forward with a statement of what they will 
offer as their share of the work. 


Says More Money Is Needed. 

„The amount alloted to a county—$1,000— 
js not sufficient for a year’s work. We want 
to get a $2,500 men for each place. His 
selection will rest with the county committee, 
but preferably he will be a graduate of an 
agricultural school of the best standing. 
The methods he will pursue will vary in ac-

Most Of this money ‘had been loaned within | 
the last icht months, Kasson in court ad- 
mitted his receipts from Ruggles amoumea@ | 
to $105,000. 2 
Kasson began to trust Rugglés three years 
ago and such good profits did he maké en 
his early investments that hie trustinereased = 
—also hie loans. Considering that most of 
the $100,000 was on short loans, Kasson 
was declared to have made good profits. Me. 
claims, however, $23,000 due him from tlie 
bankrupt. 


Held Insurance on fhucgles’ Life. 

Kasson held a $25,000 insurance policy on 
Ruggles’ life. 

Ruggles made monthly and semi-montnix 
payments to Kasson, as he did to most ot hie 
creditors, while carrying on his big specu- 
lative deals. These payments varied In size. 

They were partly intended to apply on the 
money borrowed with interest, and partiyto 
pay the creditors a certain percentageonthe ~~ 
„killings made by the broker. Kasson e 
monthly income for a considerable period 

was $600 from the now bankrupt financter. 

C. P. Wurts, an insurance broker, unn 
offices at 108 South La Salle street, was not 
#0 lucky as Kasson. He has filedaciaimfor — 
$8,500 against thé bankrupt.’ He took the 
stand and told of his business dealings WRR 
Ruggles. 

Wurts told Attorney Harold F. White, 
counsel for the trustee of the bankrupt. that 
he had been introduced to Ruggles about the 
middle of last May. Soon afierward he loaned 
Ruggles $1,500 without security, such was 
thé taking way of the broker. 

Wurts, too, fortified hinweelf with an in 
surance policy of $10,000 on the life of the 
broker. ; 


Paid Semi-Monthly Installments. 

Wurts testified that Ruggles had paid him 
baek in semi-monthly installments of from 
$40 to $73 each. Herald his agreement with 
the bankrupt was that she should share in 
the profits of the trades.

At their annual reunion, a few years ago, 
Prince Buelow, who was then the imperial 
chancellor and head of the family, told the 
hundreds of his uncles, aunts, sisters, and 
cousins there present of what their family 
had done for Germany during the last 700 
years, and of the old proverb, Every sov- 
ereign of the house of Hohenzollern has had 
his Buelow.”’ 

These numerous German family assocla- 
tlons enjoy the good will of the govern- 
ment as bent on preventing their members 
from becoming dependent upon public char- 
ity and encouraging a high standard of citi- 
zenship and service to the state. ; 

— 

In France, too, they have what they call the 
Conseil de famille,“ which is composed ot 
the chief adult members, and its meetings 
are invariably attended by the family law- 
yer, who records the deliberations and their 
conclusions in due legal phraseology. The 
French family councils.are sometimes, I am 
afraid, rather tyrannical; especially as their 
decisions are usually confirmed by the tribu- 
nals of the country. 

After the family lawyer has embodied the 
decision in a legal document he, accompanied 
by two members of the council, submits it to 
the judges of the law courts, who usually 
ratify the decision without any further in- 
quiry. For they take it for granted that the 
members of the family, who have the inter- 
ests of that family at heart, are far better 
judges of what is best to be done than any 
outsider, however learned in the law, could 
possibly be. 

Although as a rule they may be right—in 
the vast majority of cases, indeed yet some- 


times this readiness of the judges to accept 
‘the findings of the councti have the effect of 
giving legality to rank injustice and cruelty, 


For instance, the mother of the late Duc 
de Chaulnes, by birth a Russian Prinoess 
Galitzin, was deprived of the custody of her 
two young children, who were handed over 
to her mother-in-law, who had always hated 
her and turned every innocent action of the 
beautiful girl into a crime. The mother-in- 
law, the Duchesse de Cheuvreuse, happened 
to be a power in Parisian society, and every 
move she made against her unfortunate 
‘daughter-in-law was promptly indorsed and 
confirmed by the judges. Being a foreigner 
and not understanding French law, Princess 
Galitzin de Chauines, in despair at having her 
children taken away from her, tried to seize 
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e he. thus laid himself open to the charge 
of making himself master of the state by violat- 
ing the custom bf its foretathers.“

OUTGOING LAP IN 37:00. 


Covering 64 Miles to Catalina Island 
0 Without Diificulty, 


Los Angeles, Cal. May 10.—[Special. ]— 


have flown across the English channel, Glenn 
Martin of Santa Ana today brought to Cali- 
fornia a world's record when he flew from 
the mainland to Avalon, Catalina islands, 
thirty-four miles, and back again. 

It was the first aeroplane flight to Cata- 
Una, and the people on the island gave the 
aviator what he called the greatest greet- 
ing of his career.”’

THINK more complaints have come in to 

me from persons who have attempted to 

grow plants in window and veranda boxes, 

and failed, than from any other phase of 

gardening. They write that their plants 
grow quite well for a little time. Then aged 
They 
tannot understand why they should behave in. 
this manner, and the writers ask if there isn’t 
some “knack” about growing plants satis- 
factorily in boxes that they haven't been able 
to discover. 

All the 
nine times out of ten they use a pint of water 
when they ought to use a pailful, They pour 
a little over the surface of the soil and be- 
cause that looks wet they jump to the con- 
clusion that there must be enough moisture 
below. While examination would show that 
two or three inches below the surface the soil 
fs almost dust dry. Of course, no plant can 
make root growth in a soil in that condition, 
therefore as soon as the plant attempts to 


send roots downward it fails to find the mois- 
ture it must have in order to make satisfac- 
tory growth, and then it is that it begins to 
sicken, and that is the beginning ef the end. 
This explains why young plants start off well 
and then fail. While their roots are in the 
upper stratum of soil they find moisture 
enough to supply their needs, but as soon as 
they attempt to phetrate the soil they re- 
ceive no benefit from it because moisture is 
lacking to make the food in the soil available, 
— 


If every person having a window box a 
foot wide and a foot deep and the length of 
the window sill would apply at least a pailful 
of water daily they can grow just as good 
plants in it as they can in the garden beds. 
This is the secret of success, But so [long 
as they are content to apply a basinful of 
water dally or a little every time they hap- 
pen to think of it,” just so long must they ex- 
pect failure. And they will get it because 
they invite it, There is no danger of over- 
watering one's plants in boxes, because they 
are exposed to winds and warm air on all 
sides and evaporation will take place so rap- 
idly that there is no possible chance of injury 
to the plants from an undue retention of 
water, There are generally cracks 
crevices in boxes through which surplus water 
can run off, and these furnish a means of 
escape for all the water that the plants can- 
not make use of, Therefore do not be afraid 
to use water liberally, and often enough to 
guard against any danger of the soll's drying 
out about the roots of the plants, 

Veranda boxes are simply another form of 
the window box, They are generally larger 
and they will require more Water in propor- 
tion to their extra size. 

For boxes having a southern exposure such 
plants as geraniums, heliotropes—anything 
that loves a good deal of sunshine, in fact— 
are best adapted. With them should be grown 
such vines as tradescantia, glechoma, money- 
wort, and vinca, these to droop over and hide 
the sides of the box,, In boxes with eastern 
exposure such plants as fuschias, begonias, and 
ferns do well. In boxes at north windows it 
is advisable to confine one’s selection to shade 
loving plants like ferns, asparagus plumosus 
nanus, begonias having white flowers, and 
small specimens of the palm. For western 
windows plants having richly colored foliage, 
like the coleus, pyrethrum, centaurea, and 
canna are advisable. These will not depend 
upon flowers for attractiveness and will 
therefore be likely to prove most satisfactory 
in hot sunshine which would soon put an end 
to the life of a blossom. 


— 

Petunias, nasturtiums, candytuft, ageratum, 
lobelia, and sweet alyssum are the best afi- 
nuals for window box culture, 

Where a stately effect is desired, a combina- 
tion of palms, cannas, Boston ferns, and dra- 
cenas will be found effective. If a touch of 
strong, brilliant color is desired use a few 
plants of Coleus verschafelti, dark scarlet, and 
yellow bird, orange yellow. These will 
brighten up the dark green of the other plants 
with all the vividness of flowers. 

Most of the plants named will require a 
soil of considerable richness in order to do 
themselves justice, but there is one excep- 
‘tion, and that is the nasturtium In a rich 
soil this plant will make a rampant growth of 
vines, but these will be produced at the ex- 
pense of blossoms. If you want a good many 
flowers use a soil of only moderate fertility. 

Tea roses are charming plants for window 
box culture, provided you use 2 year old 
plants. Younger plants will not prove satis- 
factory. I would advise getting plants that 
are growing in pots. Then all vou have to 
do is fo slip the plant out of its old pot and 
set it in the soil without disturbing its roots.

Economical Housekeeping 


Pot-au-F eu. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


UITE recently I have seen on a northern 
dinner menu pot-au-feu in the list 
of meats. Now, pot-au-feu is not a 
meat, but soup, or the soup stock. The 
expression originally meant the soup 
pot—the pot on the fire, as it continually was 
in ancient days in France, and finally the name 
of the vessel or container began to be applied 
to the thing contained or the broth. The soup 
pot is a sacred institution in France, and its 
contents, meat and vegetables, the chief re- 
liance of an economical . people. j 
The meat, with the vegetables around it, was 
served separately from the soup, the meat be- 


ing called bouill, or, in our words, boiled 
meat. 
In Soyer’s Modern Housewife” (about 


1840), we find the following: 

“French Pot-au-Feu.—Out of this earthen 
pot comes the favorite soup and bouilli which 
has been everlastingly famed as having been 
the support of many generations of all classes 
of society in France; from the opulent to the 
poorest individuals, all pay tribute to its ex- 
cellence and worth. In fact, this soup and 
bouilli are to the French what the roast beef 
and plum pudding are on a Sunday to the 
English. No dinner in France is served with- 
out soup, and no good soup is supposed to be 
made without pot-au-feu.”’ 

The following is the recipe: Put in the 
pot-au-feu six pounds of beef, four quarts of 
water, set near the fire, skim; when nearly 
boiling add a spoonful and a half of salt, half 
a pound of liver, two carrots, four turnips, 
eight young or two old leeks, one head of 
celery, two onions, and one burnt, with a clove 
in each, and a piece of parsnip. Skim again 
and let simmer four or five hours, adding a 
little cold water now and then. Take off part 
of the fat, put slices of bread in the tureen, 
lay half the vegetables over and half the 
broth, and serve the meat separate with the 
vegetables around. 


, 

Later French cooks, the Creoles, declare that 
one should never allow this soup to cease boil- 
ing and that water should neyer be added after 
the ingredients have been once put together 


and have begun to boil. This is their 
definition of this soup: 
“The pot-au-feu, or bouillon, is made by 


boiling a good soup bone, which has been care- 
fully selected for its nutritive. qualities, in 
water a certain length of time.“ 

Pot-au-Feu (Translated from Mlle. Rose’s 
“One Hundred E£oups.”)—"To make a good 
pot-au-feu choose a piece from the knuckle, the 
rump, the lower part of the sirloin, the brisket, 
or frorn the shoulder. Take about two pounds 
of beef and tie in a roll; put into a soup pot 
which will hold iour liters (a trifle more than 
four quarts), and fill with cold water. Boil 
up and skim carefully. Season with some 
coarse salt, add three carrots, two turnips, 4 
bunch of leeks, a parsnip, a branch of celery, 
two cloves of garlic, an onion browned with 
three cloves, a little branch of thyme and of 
parsley, and a laurel leaf, If one wishes to 
put in some cabbage, add it later, for it will 
cook more quickly than the other vegetables. 
The cabbage changes the taste of the bouillon 
and it will not keep so well. Simmer six hours. 
One may color the bouillon with browned onion 
or with some caramelized sugar, or, more 
simply, with some coloring which has been 
bought all prepared. Color only what is used 
for the day, and at the moment of serving. 
Skim off the grease, and strain the bouillon 
as you turn it into the soup tureen onto bread 
cut in thin slices. In order to give the bouillon 
more taste you can put with the beef a bit of 
breast of mutton, a knuckle of veal, or some 
chicken giblets.” :

It is very, very 
good ef Mary Antin to say so, and to prove 
her ‘case as she has by her life and her book. 
It oa great book in its way—one that should 
stand side by side with Booker T. Wash- 
ington’s ‘‘ Up from Slavery.“ and with Jacob 
Riis’ The Making of an American.“

In complete antithesis to this is a work of 
generous proportions by Dr. D. T. Wrench of 
London. THE MASTERY OF LIFE ” isthe 
title of his remarkable book. which is com- 
pletely reactionary in its character, It is 8 
protest againet @emocracy, against the theory 
of evolution, againet universal education. 
against the rule of the unfit, against the 


* 


domination of the majority. Perhaps if one, 


were to say that it was Christianized 
Neitzecheism one would be coming some- 
where toward defining it. Consisting of five 
hundred closely printed pages, it teems with 


fact, philosophy, theory, and indignation. No 


book which has come to my hand for many 
a month has so borne the evidences of im- 
passioned earnestness; none has so revealed 
the conviction on the part of the author of 
having a message to deliver. 

Were I to commend all of its ideas I shoul? 
be repudiating the declaration of indepen- 
dence and quite a portion of the constitution 
of the United States. I would be saying 
that I believed in kings, in inherited rule, ina 
dominating class, trained for its function, in 
a

instinct above reason, in beauty rather than 
science, in oriental ideas rather than In oc- 
eidental ones, in the deep knowledge of the 
spirit, rather than in the practical training 
of the mind and the hands. I should, indeed, 
have te look with averslon upon the rule of 
mediocrity whieh we Anglo-Saxons have es- 
tablished, and which we here tn America have 
carried to even greater lengths, if posstbie, 
than our relativee, the Britons. 

Dr. Wrench contends that the world as it 
exists today js nelther happy nor enlightened. 
“ I consider this a very dark age,“ he writes. 

One of the darkest of ages. He endeavors 
to prove his case by showing how little epon- 
taneous joy there is. He points out that 
pageantry has all but ceased; that people no 
longer build temples, or beautiful monuments: 
that they do not worship together or play to- 
gether, and that they each sullenly seek their 
own homes and live im euburban retirement, 


neither giving pleasuré nor receiving it from 


others. He ahowe how debased we have per- 
mitted ourtelves to become in relegating all 
that We cannot understand—genivs, for ex- 
ample—to the limbo of the unhealthy ab bnd 
mal. He finds us given to negative pleasure 
and capable of producing only negative art— 
art which imitates nature and which lacks in 
creative fervor, He says that we distrust 
what is extraordinary, exuberant, and beauti- 
ful in ourselves and in others, that we are 
levelerg, that we are reducing the world to the 
commenplace. And he affirms that we are 
weary and old, and know of no place to seek 
for ecstasy or lasting contentment. We have 
permitted the art of Hfe to. perigh. 


~~ 

“Saxon democracy,’ writes Dr. Wrench, 
“ie full of changes, insecurities, chances. 
reforms, trivialities, and incertitudes. Frets 
and worries arise from the absence of that 
unconscious and ready reaction to environ- 
ment which results from long familiarity of 
the subjeets to the ideas and laws which rule 
them, which familiarity itself results from 
the strong stability of the system and of the 
traditions, or in other words the discipline 
of the rulers over it. (The author refers to 
the patriachal system.) But . perpetua! 
changes and new measures and uncertainties 
continually decrease the capacity of ade- 
quate response, and a restiessness of mind and 
weakness of resistance and general neuras- 
thenia and a tendency to hysteria, overtakes 
and stamps itself upon this system of free- 
dom for all, except for the rare and ruler 
type and their world outlook. Japan and 
China have no neurasthenia. It is a modern 
European and American disease. It is assen- 
tlally the creation of democracy, as it is also 
the abundant expression of the need of 
health and strength. For it is the spirit that 
rules the body and the world outlook that 
colors the mind. It ig a joyous mind, a noble 
mind, with a healthy acceptance of life and 
a rightful self-pride, and not anatomy which 
holds the body upright and keeps the carriage 
proudly erect." 

The book is brilliant—almost tempestuous- 
ly brilliant. It ig, in this day and genera- 
tion, unique. The violence of its reaction 
is, perhaps, the result of the courage it took 
to put forth utterances so at variance with 
what is generally held. When ancient 
thrones are falling east and west, it is a man 
of no small assurance who dare put forth 
his volee in behalf of anctent ways of doing 
things—who dares say thta life reached high- 
er altitudes of understanding and of beauty 
and joy under the old absolute rulers and the 
patriarchal family arrangement. (Mitchell 
Kennerley.)
